PATRIOTISM, 


THE ENAMPLY OF SCOTLAND TO THE EMPIRE, 


Mr, Balfour presided. ot the 248th an- 
nual festival of the Royal Scottish 
Corporation, teld at the Holborn Re- 
staurant last month, : 

r. Ralfour, received an enthusiastic 
recting on rising to propoue “ Tho Royal 
Scottish Corporation.” [Ho said :—- 


Tho valuc of the services’ of thix ‘cor-_ 


oration are acknowledged by all who 
nave Watehed its work and by all who 
know what it box done for our country- 
men whom misfortune, deserved or 
undeserved, may have loft stranded in 
this great metropolis. But it has a claim, 
I think, upon our affection and regard 
going far beyond the limits of its bene- 
cent work in this or that year of its 
existence. We date practically from the 
time when the Crown of Scotland and tho 
Crown of England were first placed upon 

the same head. We date from the time 
when the Union was begun, legally 

brought to its full perfeetion, some Ittle 
more than, two centuries ago—the Union 

which hes been growing in strength, bear- . 
ing ever day by day better fruits since 

those early days. (Cheers.) It is hard 

for us to put ourselves in the position of 

a Scotsman coming in the train of James 

the Sixth of Scotland and the First of 

England, and seeking his: fortunes in tho ‘ 
southern. part of ‘this island, No doubt 

he spoke the same apeech. “No doubt the 

literature of Scotland can never he con- 
sidered apart from the literature of Eng- 
land, for, go back ax far as you will, yet 
the two countries through an unhappy 
fate had not. only been. separated but had 
been untagonistie for Jconturies before, 
and the memories, the greatest patriotic 
inemorics, of every Scotsman went back 
te the time when he was fighting his 
English brother.
